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COME NOW cross-complainants James Davis, also known as Mick Davis, (“Mick”), 
Paranotek, LLC, a Wyoming limited liability company, (“Paranotek”’), and Astra Veda Corporation, 
a Wyoming corporation, (“Astra Veda”) (collectively, “Cross-Complainants”) and allege as follows, 
on information and belief. 

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

l. Cross-defendants subject to this cross-complaint (“Cross-Complaint”) are located 
within the County of Los Angeles, State of California, or conducted business within the geographic 
boundaries of the County, or the transactions resulting in the conduct complained of below, occurred 
within the geographic boundaries and jurisdiction of the Superior Court of California for the County 
of Los Angeles. 

PARTIES 

2. Cross-complainant James Davis, also known as Mick Davis, (“Mick”) is, and was at 
all times relevant to this action, over the age of eighteen and a resident of Yavapai County, Arizona. 

3. Cross-complainant Paranotek, LLC, (‘“Paranotek’’) is, and was at all times relevant to 
this action, a limited liability company registered in the State of Wyoming but doing business in Los 
Angeles County, California with executive offices located in Los Angeles. 

4. Cross-complainant Astra Veda Corporation (“Astra Veda”) is, and was at all times 
relevant to this action, a corporation registered in the State of Wyoming but doing business in Los 
Angeles County, California with executive offices located in Marina Del Rey. Astra Veda was 
formerly known as WorldFlix, Inc. (“WorldFlix”). Astra Veda is the managing member of 
Paranotek with 51% interest in the company. “Astra Veda” and “WorldFlix” are used 
interchangeably below, which refer to the same entity. 

5. Cross-defendant Bradley M. Listermann (“Listermann”) is, and was at all times 
relevant to this action, over the age of eighteen, a resident of Los Angeles County, and the former 
chief executive officer of Paranotek and a shareholder in WorldFlix, now known as Astra Veda. 

6. Cross-defendant Kevin Stephen Mills (“Mills”) is, and was at all times relevant to 
this action, over the age of eighteen, a California licensed attorney, a resident of Los Angeles County, 


and the corporate secretary for and former attorney for WorldFlix. 
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Te Cross-defendant Nikita Volchetskiy (“Volchetskiy”) is, and was at all time relevant 
to this action, over the age of eighteen, a California certified public accountant (“CPA”), a resident 
of Los Angeles County, and the CPA for WorldFlix. 

8. Cross-defendant Ryan A. Woods (“Woods”) is, and was at all times relevant to this 
action, over the age of eighteen, a California licensed attorney, a resident of Los Angeles County, 
and a former attorney for WorldFlix. 

9. Cross-Complainants are ignorant of the true names and capacities of cross-defendants 
sued herein as ROES 1 through 50, inclusive, and therefore sue these cross-defendants by such 
fictitious names. Cross-Complainants will amend this Cross-Complaint to allege their true names 
and capacities when ascertained. Cross-Complainants are informed and believe, and based thereon 
allege, that each of the fictitiously named cross-defendants is responsible in some manner for the 
injuries to Cross-Complainants alleged herein, and that such injuries as herein alleged were 
proximately caused by such cross-defendants. 

10. Cross-Complainants are informed and believe, and thereon allege, that at all times 
herein mentioned, that each of the cross-defendants were the agents, employees, partners, joint 
venturers, co-conspirators, successors or predecessors in interest, owners, principals, and employers 
of the remaining cross-defendants, and in doing the things hereinafter alleged, were acting within 
the course and scope of such agency, partnership, employment, ownership, joint venture and/or 
conspiracy. Cross-Complainants are further informed and believe, and based thereon allege, that the 
acts and conduct herein alleged of each such cross-defendant were known to, authorized by, and/or 
ratified by the other cross-defendants, and each of them. 

11. | Whenever in this Cross-Complaint an act or omission of a corporation or business 
entity is alleged, said allegation shall be deemed to mean and include an allegation that the 
corporation or business entity acted or omitted to act through its authorized officers, directors, 
agents, servants, and/or employees, acting within the course and scope of their duties, that the act or 
omission was authorized by corporate managerial officers or directors, and that the act or omission 
was ratified by the officers and directors of the corporation.

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GENERAL ALLEGATIONS 

12. On August 13, 2017, Mick sent Dominic Listermann, cross-defendant Listermann’s 
cousin, a follow up e-mail to an earlier phone call to acknowledge his willingness to talk with his 
cousin about reviewing Paranotek’s fledgling encryption technology and potentially provide a fee- 
based assessment of its viability in the market. 

13. That same day, Listermann sent Mick a nondisclosure agreement, which he signed 
and sent back to Listermann. 

14. On August 15, 2017, Mick offered Listermann his services to bring Paranotek the 
skills and maturity needed to manage the company and reformulate it into a successful enterprise. 

15. That same day, Mick agreed to listen in on Listermann’s call with a hedge fund, 
Mastiff, in an effort to support Paranotek at Listermann’s request. 

16. Between August 2017 and October 2017, Listermann wooed Mick to come aboard as 
Paranotek’s new chief executive officer (“CEO”). 

17. On October 12, 2017, Mick accepted Listermann’s offer and agreed to assume the 
duties as contract CEO of Paranotek. 

18. On October 17, 2017, Mick emailed Listermann to confirm the contract terms offered 
by Listermann to Mick to assume duties as the contract CEO of Paranotek. 

19. On October 18, 2017, Listermann introduced Mick to cross-defendant Kevin Mills, a 
board member and attorney, via email, to help draft Mick’s contract with Paranotek. 

20. On October 20, 2017, Mills sent an e-mail with an attached offer letter agreement for 
Mick to join the Paranotek team along with a term sheet as an attached schedule. 

21. On October 21, 2017, Listermann countersigned the letter agreement memorializing 
Mick’s contract and sent it to Mick via e-mail. 

22. On October 22, 2017, Listermann introduced Mick to press release writer, Stasi 
Turrell, as WorldFlix subsidiary Paranotek’s new CEO. Listermann requested Mick provide Turrell 
with bullet points that highlighted Mick’s career and a short biography. Listermann insisted Mick 
include the top five biggest opportunities Mick planned to pursue on Paranotek’s behalf. 


23. On October 23, 2017, Listermann requested Mick to send the final approved version 
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of the press release on the Paranotek Slack collaboration platform to the OTC Markets exchange and 
Global Newswire Press Outlet network. 

24. On October 24, 2017, Listermann sent the press release for publication to attract 
investors for Paranotek. The release traded on Mick’s credentials in a scheme to attract investors 


who otherwise would not be interested in Paranotek. The release read, in part: 


World Class Cybersecurity Expert Joins WRFX as CEO of Paranotek 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 24, 2017 (GLOBE NEWSWIRE) -- WorldFlix, Inc. 
(OTC:WRFX), a mobile application and end-to-end encryption software company 
focused on corporate data security, today announced that international cybersecurity 


expert Mick Davis has been appointed as the new CEO of Paranotek, the company’s 
wholly owned security subsidiary. 


25. On November 30, 2017, Mick sent Listermann a Google shared spreadsheet of 
Paranotek Budget Estimate funding requirements. This set forth a projection of the funding 
necessary to turn Paranotek into a profitable enterprise. However, Mick was not given full access 
to Paranotek’s financial history and accounting information by Listermann to know the true state of 
Paranotek’s finances. 

26. On December 1, 2017, Listermann invited Mick, as Paranotek’s new contract CEO, 
to “jump on a call” with Tyrain Eaton of Einstein Investments, a potential new investor. 

27. On December 6, 2017, Mick participated in a conference call with Eaton and 
Listermann as Listermann pitched Paranotek’s plans for growth and profitability. 

28. On December 6, 2017, Mick participated in another conference call with a potential 
investor, an equity fund, which was a follow-up meeting between Listermann and the potential 
investor, Black Bridge. 

29. On December 7, 2017, Listermann sent Mick an e-mail explaining the difficulties he 
was having raising capital to fund Paranotek. Listermann explained what a Section 3(a)(10) filing 
and reverse splits were. Listermann also made clear that Paranotek needed to raise capital to remain 
viable but did not provide the true reasons why. 

30. On December 7, 2017, Mick drafted a “Read Ahead”? paper, “WorldFlix 
Rehabilitation Discussion Points,” to use as a common agenda for discussion with Listermann and 
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Mick’s executive advisors Ron Pitcock and Dana Fusaris to help capture what Paranotek’s business 
circumstances were as it Listermann had explained to him. 

31. On December 7, 2017, Listermann met with a potential investor during dinner in 
Phoenix Arizona. Later that evening, Listermann asked Mick to review an agreement Scott Eppinga, 
the potential investor, sent to Listermann to determine if it matched Mick’s expectations of the 
conversation with Eppinga earlier, as Listermann had relayed to Mick. 

32. On December 8, 2017, Listermann sent Mick an email asking Mick to share Black 
Bridge Capital’s commitment information and their mini-vest platform to Mick’s network of 
Paranotek advisors. 

33. On December 8, 2017, Listermann forwarded Mick a discussion between Listermann 
and Alex Dillion of Black Bridge Capital, in which Dillion stated that on Black Ridge’s counsel’s 
review, Black Ridge determined that the existing $200,000.00 note agreement with Paranotek was 
in violation of SEC rules and needed to be cancelled. 

34. That evening, Listermann included Mick on an email requesting WorldFlix attorney 
William Eilers to “jump on a quick call” to discuss the escalated dispute between Black Bridge and 
WorldFlix over the allegedly unlawful and defective March 11, 2016 securities purchase agreement 
which included a $200,000.00 commitment fee that allowed for stock conversion despite the lack of 
Reg A+ funds provided. This $200,000 note was converted by Black Bridge Capital in July 2018 
without Reg A+ funds being provided by Black Bridge and Listermann refused to take corporate 
action, which was a breach of his duty of loyalty to WorldFlix shareholders and a fraud upon the 
same. 

35. That same evening, Mick sent Listermann and Eilers notice that their earlier 
December 7, 2017 Black Bridge Capital e-mail discussion was a regulatory and legal matter that 
needed to be addressed. 

36. In response, later that evening, Listermann forwarded Mick a conversation between 
Listermann and Eilers about a reserve note holder, Phoenix Fund Management, which was an 
affiliate of the company. 


37. On December 12, 2017, Listermann sent Mick a Google link to all the Phoenix Fund 
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Files as Mick had offered to take a look at them. By this point, Listermann appeared frazzled and 
seemed uncapable of managing the past multiple creditor/debt problems that were stacking up. 

38. On December 19, 2017, Mick e-mailed Listermann to concur that this issue needed 
to be resolved and was not exactly sure what legal advice Eilers provided Listermann, but the advice 
was not beneficial. 

39. On December 21, 2017, per Listermann’s request, Mick created a draft end-of-year 
newsletter in place of the usual press release due to the mediocre production and unavailability of 
Staci Turrell, who handled media relations, to generate something to assuage investors about 
Paranotek’s brand development and expectations. 

40. On December 22, 2017, Listermann e-mailed Eilers and Davis regarding Phoenix 
Fund Management, LLC’s (“Phoenix”), which as it turns out was not a lawfully registered company 
based in Miami, Florida, converting and dumping stock shares. 

41. On December 22, 2017, Mick sent Listermann a follow up e-mail to reinforce his 
concerns that WorldFlix needed to be financially rehabilitated based on his casual observations of 
investment instability. Mick raised the alarm that the Phoenix deal was not going to work out as 
WorldFlix was in disarray. 

42. On January 5, 2018, Mick mailed Listermann some simple due diligence on Gavi 
Silberstein, a principal in Phoenix, from which it was apparent he was a “bad actor” and had a history 
of bad faith acts with other companies. 

43. On January 9, 2018, Listermann sent Mick a Google document titled, “International 
Joint Venture Agreement WRFX and LT draft 12-20-2016 final with ex A — signed.pdf,” which was 
the first indication that Listermann was not entirely committed to Paranotek’s success. 

44. On January 10, 2018, via e-mail, Listermann introduced Mick to Joslyn Claiborne, 
the Director of Pacific Stock Transfer Company, and to listen in on their discussion about Phoenix 
Fund Management and Gavi (a.k.a Al, Alan, Allen, Gabe) Silberstein. 

45. On January 10, 2018, Listermann e-mailed a message to the WorldFlix board 
presenting evidence that Silberstein was not to be trusted to the Pacific Stock Trading Company. But 


in fact, Listermann did not do anything to protect the shareholders or WorldFlix and Paranotek from 
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Silberstein at Phoenix Fund Management, which along with Pacific Stock Trading Company’s 
willful blindness, extracted 1.2 billion shares from WorldFlix under fraudulent pretenses. 

46. On January 11, 2018, Listermann sent a follow up e-mail to Joslyn Claiborne to 
acknowledge the conversation. She stated “off the record” that she knew Mr. Silberstein by another 
name years ago and reminded Listermann that she has warned him not to do business with him. 

47. On January 11, 2018, Alex Dillion of Black Bridge Capital sent an email confirming 
that Listermann had sold to Phoenix unregistered, unpaid for stock, which was a massive Section 5 
[15 U.S.C. § 77e] violation and he needed to get this cleared up before the reg A + starts kicking 
off. Listermann refused to follow up with regulatory contacts despite Mick’s recommendations. 

48. Listermann became aware of a fraudulent identity scam perpetrated by Silberstein 
and Phoenix, which Mick recommended WorldFlix needed to litigate in public and report to FINRA 
and the SEC so shareholders would be on notice and reassured that the WorldFlix board was 
operating with the best interests of shareholders in mind. Listermann refused to follow Mick’s 
advice choosing instead to conceal the matter from shareholders. However, Mick persisted and 
WorldFlix eventually notified FINRA and the SEC. 

49. By February 6, 2018, it became apparent that WorldFlix and Paranotek were being 
severely mismanaged by Listermann, who was still WorldFlix’s CEO and had been Paranotek’s 
CEO until Mick was hired. WorldFlix’s outstanding debts, obligations and its financial history had 
been concealed from shareholders, and Mick. It was determined that Mick’s utilization on an ad- 
hoc basis was ineffective; Mick needed access to WorldFlix’s financials and to understand the 
history of its debts, financial issues, and obligated shares. 

50. On February 8, 2018, Listermann tasked Mick with assisting Eilers and Listermann 
in locating a litigation attorney to help with the Phoenix and Pacific Stock Trading Company dispute, 
which turned out to be futile since it turned out that WorldFlix did not have the money to pay a 
litigation attorney. Mick attempted to negotiate with potential Florida attorneys to take the case on 
contingency or with the promise to pay. Alternatively, Mick offered to call the Office of the Florida 
Attorney General in an effort to address WorldFlix’s issues. 


51. On March 6, 2018, Listermann sent Mick a Memorandum of Understanding to pay 
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$5,000 from Listermann’s stepbrother’s company Riveting Entertainment for a yet to be determined 
video production effort, about which Mick was never informed. 

52; On March 7, 2018, Listermann brought in attorney John Sullivan, who was “happy 
to help [WorldFlix] with this [the litigation effort against Phoenix and Silberstein], if he can.” 

53. On March 8, 2018, Listermann sent Mick a copy of an engagement letter from 
Aldridge Law in Las Vegas, Nevada, who Listermann hired to obtain a Temporary Restraining Order 
to force Pacific Stock Trading Company to prevent Phoenix from converting WorldFlix shares. 

54. On March 13, 2018, Listermann sent Mick a copy of a promissory note for 
$25,000.00 dated March 9, 2018 from his stepbrother’s company, Riveting Entertainment 
(“Riveting”). It was later discovered that this was part of a scheme to defraud WorldFlix and rob its 
coffers by using WorldFlix’s treasury by transferring money to Listermann’s stepbrother and as 
Listermann’s personal bank account to spend lavishly on himself. 

55. On March 15, 2018, Listermann wired the $25,000.00 to Riveting Entertainment. 

56. On March 17, 2018, Listermann emailed attorney Ryan A. Woods with a list of 
overdue governance documents from 2016 and other non-compliant agreements. This was a result 
of Mick pressing the importance of getting the WorldFlix’s administrative procedures in order, 
including WorldFlix’s finances, which Mick had not been delivered or granted access to review 
despite multiple promises by Listermann to share access. 

57. On March 18, 2018, Mick offered Listermann with advice regarding how to handle a 
lawsuit filed by a company called Corp Ads, in Michigan state court, against WorldFlix. Listermann 
disregarded the Mick’s advice to present a robust defense. Instead, Listermann concealed the suit 
from WorldFlix shareholders and decided to do very little to defend the suit, so that Corp Ads was 
able to obtain a summary judgment against WorldFlix and successfully pursued collections in 
February 2019. 

58. On March 30, 2018, after an extensive phone interview, Mick sent e-mail copies of 
investigation research regarding Phoenix and Silberstein to a criminal investigator at the Florida 
Office of Financial Regulation despite Listermann’s inaction about the matter. 


59. On April 30, 2018, Mick received an e-mail from Listermann complaining about the 
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Aldridge Law bill and he wanted to “cut our losses” and move on. Mick objected but eventually 
Listermann won out as he was still the CEO of WorldFlix, and it was ultimately his decision. 

60. On April 2, 2018, I received an invite to participate and meet the WorldFlix Board of 
Directors via phone on 07 April 2018 in anticipation of an in-person meeting and live demo of 
Paranotek demonstration app Sayphr using the Parano Encryption Protocol. 

6l. On April 24, 2018, Listermann forwarded Mick an e-mail from the investigator at the 
Florida Office of Financial Regulation to make him aware that their Office had opened a preliminary 
investigation into the Phoenix/Silberstein matter. However, Listermann refused to return the 
investigator’s calls ort assist with the investigation in any way. In fact, Listermann strongly warned 
Mick to not take any further action seeking a government remedy regarding Phoenix, Black Bridge 
and Pacific from the SEC, FINRA or any other government agency, as these agencies would just 
shut down WorldFlix. This did not make sense to Mick. However, Mick had not yet seen 
WorldFlix’s financials to appreciate why Listermann was actively discouraging any scrutiny of the 
company. 

62. On April 25, 2018, Listermann e-mailed Richard Edelson, CPA: “I need for Eilers - 
Reg A... I also need to know any and all compensation paid or agreements for deferred 
compensation. ... What do you suggest”? 

63. On April 26, 2018, attorney Woods sent attorney Eilers an introductory e-mail 
representing himself as WorldFlix’s “corporate attorney” for WRFX as Listermann instructed him 
“to reach out and share information, I've been working on in regard to the organization of corporate 
governance documentation of WRFX.” 

64. On April 29, 2018, Listermann e-mailed attorney Woods and corporate secretary and 
attorney Mills that “in a timely basis, to prepare all needed resolutions and actions for the coming 
annual board meeting,” which had been neglected and not prepared as he was representing to 
shareholders. In dereliction of his fiduciary duties, Listermann enlisted the help of WorldFlix’s 
corporate secretaries and attorneys to manufacture corporate documents to cover Listermann’s 
carelessness. 


65. On November 6, 2018, on behalf of WorldFlix, Listermann solicited an unaccredited 
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investor, Dan Fox, with an outline to sell unregistered F-Series securities to other unaccredited 


investors. 

66. On November 22, 2018, the Michigan state judgment against WorldFlix was 
localized in Nevada. 

67. On December 11, 2018, Florida AG Office of Fraud special investigator Cassandra 
Rodriguez requested access to a copy of the Complaint, drafted by Aldridge Law, in Nevada state 
court, which turns out Listermann did not authorize Aldredge Law to file on behalf of WorldFlix as 
he had led WorldFlix shareholders to believe. 

68. On February 9, 2019, Mick drafted a three-page analysis, “PACIFIC CONFLICT 
UPDATE — MICK DAVIS,” for Listermann at his request to assist him in providing an answer to 
shareholders and prospective investors to let them know why there were chronic issues with the 
transfer agent Pacific Stock Transfer Company. It was apparent that WorldFlix was in a freefall for 
several reasons. 

69. On or about December 21, 2018, Listermann sold Ed Sinclair, an unaccredited 
investor, a 50% discounted unit of shares in WorldFlix, a publicly traded company, which was/is 
against SEC rules. 

70. By March 3, 2019, Mick was able to obtain limited access to WorldFlix’s books and 
records. In reviewing the records, Mick discovered a PDF report detailing multiple transactions 
whereby Listermann was utilizing WorldFlix’s accounts as his personal piggy bank. The document 
titled, “Listermann Direct Fund Transfers” showed $31,524.00 in personal transactions between 
January 1, 2019 and March 3, 2019. 


rau On March 13, 2019, Listermann invited |] 


YRS John Chiangi and Todd 
Baszucki to an, “urgent and important BOD [Board of Directors] meeting ASAP.” The agenda 
items and topics included, “Board members are long overdue with compensation for being on 
the board. Compensation agreements of equity will be awarded and entered in the resolution to 
survive into a new CEO and potential new board member era” and “[c]lontingent liabilities and 
lawsuits discussion. The company must disclose and protect all board members and discuss any 
contingent liabilities and lawsuits.” This shows Listermann’s intention to self-enrich and entice the 
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way as Listermann continued to enrich himself at his companies’ expense. 

72. On March 14, 2019, WorldFlix’s accountant, cross-defendant Nikita Volchetskiy, 
CPA, aided and assisted in Listermann’s fraud and self-enrichment by drafting a letter to 
shareholders and for general release. The letter stated that, “I have reviewed all the financial books 
and records of the company [WorldFlix] going back 3 years and I’ve seen no egregious behavior by 
any of the officers including the founder. In addition, I do not see any spending habits worth noting 
or out of the ordinary compared to other companies and clients that I work with which includes 
hundreds of companies.” The letter was provided on Volchetskiy’s letterhead as a CPA. 
Volchetskiy even remarked to Listermann, “Here is the letter. I change it a bit, to sound more 
accounting.” 

73. On March 18, 2019, Listermann sent an urgent e-mail to attorney Ryan A. Woods 
(ryan@ryanawoods.com), Nikita Volchetskiy (nick@nostressaccounting.com) regarding “Mick and 
Liabilities.” The email read: “It's come to my attention from shareholders that Mick is looking at 
finances, my expenditures and a variety of other issues with an eye towards his liability and 
contingent actions. I would like a three-way call with the two of you as soon as possible to discuss 
contingent situations and are [sic] protection for the best interest of the shareholders, which includes 
Mick. Will you be available today as it seems to be fairly urgent? Will try to get it done in under 30 
minutes.” Rather than being transparent and allowing Mick to investigate the company’s finances, 
Listermann convened a meeting with WorldFlix’s attorney and certified public accountant to devise 
strategies to prevent Mick from discovering the truth about Listermann’s dealings. 

74. On March 18, 2019, Woods, Volchetskiy and Listermann conducted a conference 
call “to discuss contingent situations and are [sic] protection for the best interest of the shareholders 
which includes BRAD” This was an integral part of the trio’s scheme to perpetrate a fraud o 
shareholders, cover up Listermann’s previous bad act, and excuse the Board of Directors decade of 
negligent governance. 

75. On March 19, 2019, Listermann and Mills exchanged emails to determine whether 
Listermann had covered himself in the event his ongoing fraud was discovered. Mills asked, “Do 


you [Listermann] have an employment agreement? Did you ever present to the board? I don’t

remember that you did.” Listermann stated, “Yes, I do. We had Ryan shore up all the paperwork on 


Mick, the loans and everything on the last board meeting that took place at the Wilshire Hotel [on 
May 12, 2018]. Can you have a heart to heart chat with him as I think he can really help you 
understand the situation more clearly?” Mills, who was WorldFlix’s counsel, acted in conflict of his 
client’s interest to assist Listermann in covering up his fraud and self-dealing, against the interests 
of WorldFlix. 

76. Later that day, Mills emailed Listermann admonishing that Listermann is “getting 
into serious territory.” 

77. Also that same day, Listermann sent an e-mail to Volchetskiy, Woods, Mills, board 
member Todd Meyers, and board member Sean Teague, while intentionally omitting one board 
member Derrick DeRoon, to discuss Volchetskiy and Ryan posing as independent professionals and 
third parties to discredit Mick’s March 15, 2019 report of “financial irregulates.”” Mick was working 
within the scope of his authority as Listermann had previously expressly authorized Mick to provide 
peer oversight of WorldFlix as the CEO of Paranotek. 

78. Again, that day, Mills emailed Listermann asking for “a copy of the signed board 
o take loans from the company. You mention this in your 
video presentation.” Apparently, Listermann had made a private video presentation for the board 
and posted it on YouTube. 

79. On March 24, 2019, Listermann’s request Volchetskiy adopt and issue a false 
statement that Listermann had drafted that “Mick Davis had full access to the system and in the past 
month and a half change[d] all the financial records of the company resulting in multiple mistakes 
and incorrect classifications of the transactions.” This was another attempt to defraud WorldFlix 
and its shareholders. 

80. On April 1, 2019, Listermann prepared and sent Woods a seven-page employment 
agreement retroactively dated, January 1, 2012, as part of his scheme to cover his fraud and other 
financial malfeasance. In section three of the employment agreement, it states “the employee’s 
initial salary shall be ($95,000.00) Ninety-Five Thousand Dollars minus standard payroll and tax- 


related deductions and all required withholdings, payable upon the first (1st) and fifteenth (15th) day 
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of each month.” This was not a true document as no such agreement existed. It was manufactured 
only to cover Listermann’s misdeeds and both Woods, a California licensed attorney, and 
Listermann knew it. Listermann, Woods and Volchetskiy manufactured the employment agreement 
to cover Listermann’s past corporate malfeasance by increasing the amount of personal 
compensation by WorldFlix. 

81. On April 9, 2019, an e-mail exchange between Listermann and Woods made clear 
that Woods was working for Listermann and not WorldFlix as he was engaged to do and as he 
represented to Mick and WorldFlix’s investors. In the email, Listermann seeks Woods’ counsel: 
“To be clear, if I resign Thursday. What happens when they send their offer and obviously 
threatening intimidation in a legal letter?” To which Woods replied, “Worldflix won’t be offering 
their deal. It’s too late. They can sue the company they own if they want to.” 

82. On April 11, 2019, Woods sent Listermann an e-mail acknowledging the lack of 
securities accounting, the strong possibility of having oversold preferred stock subscriptions with 
recommendations to arbitrarily increase the authorized issued shares, and quickly amending the 
articles of incorporation to accommodate any undetermined shortfalls. 

83. On April 13, 2019, Volchetskiy questioned Listermann about providing overdue IRS 
Form 1099 statements for contractors and asked if there were any W-9s for contractors such as 
Linsey Schoberth. Listermann directed Volchetskiy to forgo sending W-9s to contractors or issuing 
1099 statements or filing them with IRS. 

84. On April 16, 2019, Listermann resigned as the CEO of WorldFlix. Mick was then 
appointed by the WorldFlix board as its new CEO. 

85. On April 28, 2019, 12 days after his resignation, Listermann illicitly seized control 
of the WorldFlix.co Google Suite account that was hosted by Pop.Co, which housed the 
info@ WorldFlix.co, Mick@WorldFlix.co and Brad@WorldFlix.co email accounts and stored a 
large part of the corporate e-mails and electronic data for the company. Listermann interfered with 
the company’s accounts in the hopes of erasing as much damaging information as he could and 
preventing WorldFlix from having access to its website and emails by placing a two-step 


authentication on the account using passwords and security answers Listermann created. 
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86. That same day, when WorldFlix employees were unable to access their emails or the 
website, Mick discovered that Listermann had backed up some corporate e-mails and data in an 
archive in the Cloud. From this archive, Mick was able to reconstitute some of the corporate files 
and recover some emails from brad@worldflix.co. These extracted e-mails and data files evidence 
Listermann’s corporate malfeasance, involve falsified documents between Listermann and Maria 
Tolstikova, Listermann and Scott Sheridan of Riveting Entertainment;, Listermann and Jaymee 
Swain, Listermann and Eilers, Listermann and Mustafa Mohammad, Listermann and Nabil Botros, 
Listermann and Mills, and other parties. 

87. Also, from the archives, Mick discovered forged WorldFlix, Inc. pay stubs created to 
mimic copies of paystubs from Maria Tolstikova’s former employer, Dream World Partner, Inc., to 
reflect that she was being paid $50 per hour by WorldFlix, Inc. Listermann and Tolstikova were a 
couple at the time and had applied to rent a luxury apartment. They were forging documents from 
WorldFlix to obtain credit, leases, loans and approvals to rent luxury apartments. 

88. On April 28, 2019, Mick discovered from the corporate e-mail and data asset backup 
archive a fraudulent credit application to Credit Link Corporation titled, “Application to Rent,” filled 
out by hand on March 20, 2019 and allegedly signed by Tolstikova. Tolstikova referenced her 
employer as WorldFlix, but she was never actually employed by WorldFlix. 

89. On April 28, 2019, Mick discovered from the corporate e-mail and data asset backup 
archive a Superior Court of California Family Law form titled, “Declaration of Disclosure and 
Income and Expense Declaration,” filled out by Listermann with numerous inaccurate and false 
financial debts. 

90. From the archives, Mick retrieved three falsified WorldFlix, Inc. earning statements 
from 2018 that showed Listermann earned a month salary of $10,000.00 after Medicare, FICA, 
Social Security, Federal and State taxes were withheld. An updated IRS transcript report shows that 
there had never been withholdings to match these earning statements, which Listermann used to 
secure a loft lease costing more than $3,000 per month at 1616 North La Brea Avenue, number 205, 
Los Angeles, California 90028 and a second condo lease costing more than $2,350 per month at 935 


Lindenhurst Avenue Los Angeles, California 90036. 
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91. On April 28, 2019, Mick retrieved an email from Listermann to Eric Brooks of the 
Indigo Auto Group with falsified WorldFlix, Inc. W-2s from 2016 attached and a letter from an 
unverified bookkeeping firm in Pakistan claiming Listermann was earning a salary of $146,000.00 
per annum and had $14,478.20 in Federal Income Tax withheld and $2,117.40 in Medicare Tax 
withheld. None of which were true. 

92. On May 20, 2019, Mick emailed Volchetskiy to ask about the post-Listermann 
accounting and specifically asked about obvious entries that were the result of false statements, 
incorrect entries or chronic neglect. Volchetskiy did not provide a satisfactory response to explain 
the falsities and inaccuracies. 

93. On May 21, 2019, Mick received an e-mail from Jonathan McCormick from the 
Hillhurst Group confirming that Listermann had failed to file Federal Income Taxes, or State Taxes 
for California or Nevada for nearly his and his Board of Directors entire tenure of governance. A 
lack of filing for 2008, 2009, 2010 and 2011 resulted in a levy against the company and a court 
ordered lien took over $14,000 in minimum tax, fees and fines. IRS forms for 2013 and 2015 were 
filed and 2012, 2014, 2016, 2017 and 2018 were not filed. 

94. On May 23, 2019, attorney John Sullivan emailed Mick about WorldFlix’s status on 
payments to Listermann pursuant to his severance agreement with WorldFlix. Mick stated that 
Listermann acted in bad faith with his severance agreement. Listermann failed to provide access 
and control to worldflix@live.com, one of the original e-mail address accounts of record for the 
company. Mick also stated that Listermann did not file the Q1 2019 Financials with OTC Markets 
as he had agreed, during a period when he was the CEO and sole officer WorldFlix. 

95. In that email to Sullivan, Mick specifically demanded that Listermann not contact 
WorldFlix’s outside consultants and contractors, yet Listermann continued to do so. 

96. Between the incident underlying Mick’s exchange with Sullivan and the information 
that came to light from Mick’s search of the archives on April 28, 2019, Mick discovered, and by 
his acts WorldFlix discovered, the fraud, malfeasance and fraud that Listermann, Woods, 
Volchetskiy, and Mills perpetrated against WorldFlix and its shareholders. Mick engaged an outside 


forensic accounting firm, Eide Bailly, LLP (“Eide Bailly), to perform an independent audit of 
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WorldFlix’s finances. 

97. On August 29, 2019, Listermann sent WorldFlix’s attorney, Ben Eppinga, with a five- 
page letter demanding $50,000.00 on the threat that Listermann would publicize false rumors that 
Mick suffered from PTSD and mental health issues unless WorldFlix did not pay within a week. 

98. On September 13, 2019, Mick sent an e-mail to the interim independent audit 
committee to inform them that Mr. Listermann filed a false and fantastic allegation of threats of 
physical violence with guns and his acclamation of my world class government hacker skills. The 
claim was 40 unorganized pages with slander and outrageous claims. It was an attempt to discredit 
the ongoing forensic audit being performed by Eide Bailly and Mr. Listermann attempted to use the 
case as a reference that I was “out to get him” and suspect of mental illness among other vilifications. 

99. On September 24, 2019, Mick sent an e-mail to Nikita Volchetskiy and Ryan Woods 
requesting any and all copies of documents to help with the Eide Bailly forensic examination and to 
get the corporate records in order. They did not respond in any fashion. 

100. On October 7, 2019, Eide Bailly issued its formal report, “Forensic Accounting 
Report,” from its forensic audit of WorldFlix. On October 8, 2019, Eide Bailly issued its 
“Accounting Examination Summary.” Both report and summary made it clear that Listermann had 
indeed misappropriated WorldFlix funds for his personal use to the tune of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars over several years. 

101. On December 2, 2019, WorldFlix issued a press release regarding the loss of control 


of its social media Facebook page. 


Astra Veda Corporation, formerly known as WorldFlix, Inc. (OTC PINK: WRFX), a 
provider of innovative and disruptive technologies, announces that access and control 
of its Facebook page has been compromised by person or persons unknown sometime 
in the early morning of 02 DEC 2019. The Company is working with the appropriate 
law enforcement agencies and has reported the matter to Facebook. The Company 
would like to remind shareholders that the WRFX social media presence was 
suspended 28 April 2019 and official updates will be delivered by way of OTC 
Markets. As always, the Company will update shareholders as the issues and facts 
warrant. 


102. On December 3, 2019, WorldFlix issued an updated press release regarding the loss 
of control of its social media Facebook page. 
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Astra Veda Corporation, formerly known as WorldFlix, Inc. (OTC PINK: WRFX), is 
providing an update to the unauthorized access incident with its legacy Facebook page 
that was allegedly compromised by or under the direction of the former company 
CEO, Mr. Bradley Martin Listermann. A phone call to White Collar Crimes 
Supervising Special Agent Scott Schons was made in addition to a written complaint 
was filed with the Federal Bureau of Investigation Internet Crime Complaint Center 
(IC3) at 0949 MST on 02 DEC 2019 


103. On February 28, 2020, Mick provided the California Tax Evasion Division of the 
California Department of Tax and Fee Administration with a 100-page packet of evidence of 
personal and business tax evasion along with multiple fraudulent housing, rental, and auto-lease 
credit applications and falsified tax filings by Listermann. 

FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION 
(BREACH OF FIDUCIARY DUTIES) 
(Against All Cross-Defendants, including DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 

104. Cross-Complainants re-allege and incorporate by reference the allegations contained 
in paragraphs | through 103 above as though fully set forth herein. 

105. Cross-Defendants and each of them had a fiduciary duty to act with care, diligence, 
and loyalty towards cross-complainant WorldFlix; Listermann as the chief executive, Volchetskiy 
as the certified public accountant, and Woods and Mills as attorneys for WorldFlix. 

106. Cross-Defendants breached their fiduciary duties to WorldFlix by engaging in and 
assisting Listermann with carrying out a scheme to defraud WorldFlix of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars over several years. 

107. Cross-Defendant’s failure to faithfully discharge their duties to Cross-Complainants 
was a substantial factor in causing Cross-Complainants’ harm, in an amount to be proved at trial but 
in an amount not less than $25,000, including exemplary damages for Cross-Defendants’ fraudulent, 
malicious and despicable conduct. 

SECOND CAUSE OF ACTION 
(CONVERSION) 
(Against Listermann, including DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 
108. Cross-Complainants re-allege and incorporate by reference the allegations contained 


in paragraphs | through 107 above as though fully set forth herein. 
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109. WorldFlix was and is at all times relevant an active and going concern with sufficient 
revenues in its accounts. These monies were maintained in WorldFlix’s accounts to ensure that 
sufficient cash reserves were on hand to fund its operations, pay contractors, develop products, and 
provide a return for its shareholders. These monies belonged to WorldFlix, a publicly traded 
corporation, and not its chief executive at the time, which was Listermann. 

110. For many years until 2019, Listermann had unfettered access to WorldFlix’s accounts 
as its chief executive officer. It was not discovered until October 2019, when an independent 
forensic audit was conducted that Listermann had taken hundreds of thousands of dollars over 
several years from WorldFlix’s accounts for his own personal use. 

111. Listermann intentionally and substantially interfered with WorldFlix’s monies by 
taking and using WorldFlix’s accounts without authorization, for his personal use to fund a lavish 
lifestyle. WorldFlix acting through its board did not consent and was not aware when Listermann 
was taking these funds for his own use. 

112. As a result, WorldFlix was harmed, in an amount to be proved at trial but no less than 


$25,000, including exemplary damages for Listermann’s fraudulent, malicious and despicable 


conduct. 
THIRD CAUSE OF ACTION 
(BREACH OF WRITTEN CONTRACT) 
(Against Listermann, including DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 
113. Cross-Complainants re-allege and incorporate by reference the allegations contained 
in paragraphs | through 112 above as though fully set forth herein. 


114. On or about April 2019, Listermann and WorldFlix entered into a written severance 
agreement (the “Agreement”. A true copy of the Agreement is attached here as Exhibit “A.” 

115.  WorldFlix did all, or substantially all, of the significant things that the contract 
required it to do and as to payment of the full severance amount payable to Listermann, it was 
excused from tendering the final amount, based on Listermann’s breach of the terms of the 
Agreement. 


116. Listermann acted in bad faith in regard to his obligations under the Agreement. 
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Listermann failed to provide access and control to worldflix@live.com, one of the original e-mail 
address accounts of record for the company. Listermann did not file the Q1 2019 Financials with 
OTC Markets as he had agreed, during a period when he was the CEO and sole officer WorldFlix. 
Additionally, Listermann continued to interfere in WorldFlix’s business contacting and harassing 
WorldFlix vendors and contractors, hijacking the company’s social media page, breaching 
WorldFlix’s website and data accounts. 

117. As a result of Listermann’s breaches and conduct in regard to the Agreement, 

WorldFlix was harmed in an amount to be proved at trial but not less than $25,000. 
FOURTH CAUSE OF ACTION 
(BREACH OF GOOD FAITH AND FAIR DEALING) 
(Against Listermann, and DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 

118. Cross-Complainants re-allege and incorporate by reference the allegations contained 
in paragraphs | through 117 above as though fully set forth herein. 

119. As discussed in the Third Cause of Action above, WorldFlix had a contractual 
relationship with Listermann. Implicit in every contract is a duty of good faith and fair dealing. 

120. In the instant Agreement, Listermann not only breached his contractual obligations 
but operated in bad faith. Specifically, Listermann failed to provide access and control to 
worldflix@live.com, one of the original e-mail address accounts of record for the company. 
Listermann did not file the Q1 2019 Financials with OTC Markets as he had agreed, during a period 
when he was the CEO and sole officer WorldFlix. Additionally, Listermann continued to interfere 
in WorldFlix’s business contacting and harassing WorldFlix vendors and contractors, hijacking the 
company’s social media page, breaching WorldFlix’s website and data accounts. 

121. Listermann’s failure to discharge his contractual duties in good faith to WorldFlix 
was a substantial factor in causing Cross-Complainants’ harm, in an amount to be proved at trial but 
not less than $25,000, including exemplary damages for Cross-Defendants’ fraudulent, malicious, 
and despicable conduct.

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FIFTH CAUSE OF ACTION 
(FRAUD) 
(Against All Cross-Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 

122. Cross-Complainants hereby reallege and incorporate by reference paragraphs 1 
through 121 as if the same were fully set forth herein. 

123. Cross-Defendants and each of them were fiduciaries of Cross-Complainants in the 
facts complained of herein. Cross-Complainants engaged Cross-Defendants and each of them based 
on their respective expertise as licensed professionals and as the chief executive officer entrusted to 
carry out management duties faithfully and loyally for the benefit of WorldFlix and its shareholders. 
Cross-Complainants reposed a great deal of trust in Cross-Defendants to carefully and faithfully 
discharge their respective duties of care and loyalty. Cross-Defendants represented to Cross- 
Complainants that various fraudulent transactions, as detailed above, were conducted for a roper 
purpose when nothing could be further from the trust. For several years, Listermann with the 
assistance of the other Cross-Defendants engaged in a scheme to defraud WorldFlix, Mick, and 
Paranotek of hundreds of thousands of dollars, and then cover it up with manufactured agreements, 
letters and falsifying financial statements. 

124. The whole time, as evidence by emails later discovered in 2019 and transactions 
discovered as a result of a forensic audit in October 2019, Cross-Defendants made false statements 
to shareholders, Mick, and Paranotek, knowing that these statements were false when they concocted 
plausible stories to cover up Listermann’s ongoing fraudulent activities. 

125. Cross-Defendants intended that Cross-Complainants would rely on their statements, 
doctored documents and agreements as true. And Cross-Complainants for their part reasonably 
relied on the statements of three licensed professionals—one certified public accountant and two 
California licensed lawyers—and the chief executive and founder of the company. 

126. Asa result of Cross-Defendants’ fraudulent statements, documents, and scheme, 
Cross-Complainants were harmed, in an amount to be proved at trial, including exemplary damages 
for Cross-Defendants’ fraudulent, malicious and despicable conduct, in an amount no less than 
$25,000. 
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SIXTH CAUSE OF ACTION 
(ABUSE OF PROCESS) 
(Against Listermann, and DOES 1 through 10, inclusive) 

127. Cross-Complainants hereby reallege and incorporate by reference paragraphs 1 
through 126 as if the same were fully set forth herein. 

128. In retaliation for the being forced to resign from WorldFlix and upset by the results 
of an independent forensic audit, Listermann instituted various legal proceedings against Mick to 
harass, retaliate and intimidate Mick. Listermann filed for a civil harassment restraining order. The 
temporary restraining order was denied as failing to make a sufficient showing to warrant its issuance 
as an initial matter, and then when the hearing for the permanent restraining order arrived, 
Listermann did not bother to appear because there was no merit to his claims, and the matter was 
dismissed. Now, Listermann has filed the instant action for defamation and interference with 
contract in a further attempt to harass, retaliate and intimidate Mick. 

129. As a result of Listermann’s acts, Mick suffered and continue to suffer damages in an 
amount according to proof at trial, but in an amount no less than $25,000, including exemplary 
damages for Listermann’s malicious and despicable conduct. 

SEVENTH CAUSE OF ACTION 
(PROFESSIONAL NEGLIGENCE) 
(Against All Cross-Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 

130. Cross-Complainants reallege and incorporate herein by reference the allegations 
made in paragraphs 1 through 129, inclusive, as though fully set forth herein. 

131. Cross-Defendants Mills and Woods are California licensed attorneys. Cross- 
Defendant Volchetskiy is California licensed certified public accountant. All three were engaged 
and acted as professionals and fiduciaries to WorldFlix. Each owed WorldFlix a duty of loyalty, 
care, skill, prudence and diligence, the same as other attorneys and CPAs would commonly possess 
and exercise on behalf of their client. 

132. By participating with Listermann in perpetrating a fraud on WorldFlix, their client, 


Cross-Defendants Mills, Woods, and Volchetskiy breached their duty to WorldFlix. 
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133. As a result, WorldFlix was harmed in an amount to be proved at trial, but no less than 
$25,000, including exemplary damages for these Cross-Defendants fraudulent, malicious and 
despicable conduct. 

EIGHTH CAUSE OF ACTION 
(UNFAIR BUSINESS PRACTICES) 
(Against All Cross-Defendants, and DOES 1 through 50, inclusive) 

134. Cross-Complainants reallege and incorporate herein by reference the allegations 
made in paragraphs 1 through 134, inclusive, as though fully set forth herein. 

135. California Business and Professions Code section 17200, et seq., (“UCL”) prohibits 
acts of unlawful, unfair, and/or fraudulent business practices within the meaning of Section 17200, 
et seq. 

136. The unfair and fraudulent prongs are based on independently wrongful conduct, as 
detailed above in the conversion, fraud and breach of good faith and fair dealing causes of action. 

137. The unfair prong of the UCL makes unlawful practices that violate legislatively stated 
public policy even if the practice is not technically prohibited by statute and prohibits practices that 
are “immoral, unethical, [or] oppressive.” 

138. The fraudulent prong of the UCL prohibits fraudulent practices that are likely to 
deceive the public. 

139. Cross-Complainants allege that Cross-Defendants’ practice of raising capital from 
investors and unwitting shareholders, as WorldFlix is a publicly traded company on the over the 
counter exchange and then converting that capital to enrich Cross-Defendants is an ongoing and 
regular practice that is likely to deceive the public. These Cross-Defendants are still engaged in such 
fraudulent schemes to raise capital from investors through new companies they established, when 
they have no interest in actually creating or running a business, but simply to fund their lavish 
lifestyles. 

140. Cross-Complainants believe and upon such belief allege that Cross-Defendants’ 
unfair and fraudulent business practices and false and misleading conduct present a continuing threat 


to members of the public in that other consumers will be defrauded. Cross-Complainants and other 
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members of the general public have no other adequate remedy of law. Cross-Complainants therefore 
seek restitution of the amounts taken by Cross-Defendants from WorldFlix, which they did not 
rightfully earn but fraudulently too from the company’s coffers. As a result, Cross-Complainants 
seek restitution from Cross-Defendants in an amount to be proved at trial, but not less than $25,000. 

141. Cross-Complainants are also entitled to attorney’s fees as available under California 
Business and Professions Code section 17200 and related sections. These acts and practices, as 
described in the previous paragraphs, are fraudulent and unfair and violate Business and Professions 
Code section 17200, et seg., because Cross-Defendants’ practices described constitute an unlawful 
business practice within the meaning of Business and Professions Code section 17200, et seq. 

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 

WHEREFORE, Cross-Complainants pray for judgment against Cross-Defendants, and each 
of them, jointly and severally, as follows: 

l. For compensatory, economic and consequential damages in an amount to be proved 


at trial, in amount no less than the minimum jurisdictional limits of this Court. 


2. For exemplary damages. 
3. For restitution and disgorgement of profits. 
4. Pursuant to Business and Professions Code section 17203, that all Cross-Defendants, 


their successors, agents, representatives, employees, and all persons who act in concert with them 
be temporarily and permanently enjoined from committing any acts of unfair business practices in 


violation of Section 17200, et seq., including, but not limited to, the violations alleged. 


on For reasonable attorney's fees and costs pursuant to statute or agreement. 
6. For such other relief the court deems proper.

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WORLDFLIX, INC. SEVERANCE AGREEMENT 


This Severance Agreement (“Agreement”) is entered into by and between WorldFlix Inc., a Nevada 
corporation (“WorldFlix”) on the one hand and Brad Listermann (“Listermann”), (collectively, the 
“Parties”) on the other hand. This Agreement is made pursuant to the following facts: 


Recitals 


A. WHEREAS, Listermann is employed by and is acting CEO of WorldFlix through April 1 6th, 2019, 
but seeks to resign as CEO and Chairman/Director of the Board of Directors, and any other current 
capacity Listermann holds; 


B. WHEREAS, WorldFlix agrees to pay Listermann money in accordance to theterms & conditions 
layout of this agreement. 


C. WHEREAS, WorldFlix specifically denies any and all wrongdoing whatsoever, and further denies 
that it is liable to Listermann in any way. 


D. WHEREAS, Listermann specifically denies any and all wrongdoing whatsoever, and further denies 
that he is liable to WorldFlix in any way. 


E. WHEREAS, WorldFlix and Listermann enter into this Agreement by offering a convertible note in 
the amount of $130,000.00 to facilitate this transaction. For the benefit of Listermann, funds will be 
incrementally deposited into a WorldFlix managed escrow account until Listermann’s contingent 
obligations are no longer executory, as stipulated. 


Terms & Conditions 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the covenants and agreements set out herein, and for good and 
valuable consideration, the receipt of which is hereby acknowledged, the Parties agree: 


l. Upon the following schedule WorldFlix will pay to Listermann, via “Consulting Fee” up to 
$130,000.00 as and for a Separation Benefit, with the following stipulations; 


a) Within seven (7) days of the dateofsigning (hereinafter the Effective Date) of this Agreement, 
WorldFlix will payto Listermann, $35,000.00. 


b) Within ten (10) days of the Effective Date of this Agreement, Listermann will provide 
WorldFlix all applications and filings for copyright, trademarks, wordmarks, patent, 
provisional patent filings, patent pending, rights, assignments, titles, equity positions andany 
other invention, asset or intellectual property of WorldFlix both tangible, intangible and 
assumed. 


c) Within twenty-one (21) days of the Effective Date of this Agreement, WorldFlix will pay 
Listermann $25,000.00, contingent upon Listermann providing any and all financial 
information related to WorldFlix from January 1, 2013 to present. This includes, but is not 
limited to, all bank statements, credit card statements, tax returns, notes, loans, and any 
transactional information or reference to any monies that were taken into or distributed out of 
WorldFlix. If this information is not received by new WorldFlix management (“new 
management’) within twenty-one (21) days, Listermann will forego the payment of 
$25,000.00. WorldFlix will be allowed to formally and legally acquire this information by 
any legal means possible and Listermann will compensate WorldFlix for the collection of 
such information. 
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Within forty (40) days of the Effective Date of this Agreement, WorldFlix will pay 
Listermann $25,000.00, contingent upon Listermann providing any and all shareholder 
transactional information. This includes, but is not limited to, all shareholder transactions 
involved in the exchange of money for equity, loans, and/or any financial benefit to 
WorldFlix or the transacting party. If this information isn’t received by new WorldFlix 
management within forty (40) days, Listermann will forego the payment of $25,000.00. 
WorldFlix will be allowed to formally and legally acquire this information by any legal 
means possible and Listermann will compensate WorldFlix for the collection of such 
information. 


WorldFlix will pay Listermann $45,000.00, upon the completion of an accounting audit of 
January 1, 2016 to present, and upon the completion of the updating of all public filings to 
maintain the Company’s viable OTC Market and FINRA status. WorldFlix will use a best 
effort practice to complete this audit in as short of time as it is able. 


All payments on behalf of Listermann will be made to Listermann’s company Strategic 
Innovations First, Inc., a Wyoming Corporation (“Strategic”), and will report the payment 
amounts on an Internal Revenue Service Form 1099 as having been paid to Listermann. 
Listermann will be responsible for remitting to federal and/or state tax authorities any 
applicable taxes due. In other words, Listermann will be solely responsible for the payment of 
any and all tax withholdings for any monies received under this Agreement. 


Immediately upon signing of this Agreement, Listermann will surrender all stock positions currently 
held by Listermann and or any Listermann owned entity, including all preferred, all common, all 
Classes, whether free trading or restricted to the WorldFlix treasury. The voting A shares will be 
transferred to the interim WorldFlix CEO and Chairman to be disbursed to the interim Board of 
Directors, the interim CEO and Chairman as the preliminary steps to the securities restructure plan 
already in progress.

In exchange Listermann will be granted from WorldFlix all Rights and Assigns to the 
intellectual property of “My Bollywood Bride,” (the “Movie Benefit”) 


Listermann will also be granted 8.88% of the planned 500,000,000 WorldFlix restructured 
authorized shares within a portion of the founders Class of shares (“Shares”) to be created. 


These Shares will be restricted for two (2) years, unless the WorldFlix Board of Directors 
lifts the restriction prior to that time. The awarded Shares will be escrowed as security 
collateral against any and all unknown liabilities in which Listermann was involved, that 
WeorldFlix incurs for any and/or all undisclosed shareholder transactions and or undisclosed 
liabilities of any kind at the time of the signing of this Agreement. Previously unaccounted 
for liabilities to the company will be mitigated via the use of Listermann’s ownership 
percentage to offset those costs. Additionally, any miscellaneous expenses, debts to officer, 
and/or compensation benefiting Listermann exceeding one hundred eighty thousand 
($180,000.00) in any of the years 2016, 2017, 2018, or exceeding sixty thousand 
($60,000.00) in 2019 will also be compensated to WorldFlix from Listermann’s percentage of 
ownership. These values will be calculated one (1) year from the signing of this Agreement, 
and will use the price of stock, and audited financial data to come to the proper assessed 
value (“Value”). 


Listermann shall retain all furniture and equipment located within the 1616 N. La Brea 
Ave., Suite 205, Los Angeles, CA 90028 offices of WorldFlix with the exception of mobile 
devices, data drives and computers that contain WorldFlix information crucial to the 
operation of the business. The data shall be removed and/or devices shipped to the new 
WorldFlix management within five (5) business days upon written request. 
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e) Listermann will terminate the lease no later than 30 April, 2019 and return the balance of the 
cash deposit placed on 1616 N. La Brea Ave., Suite 205, Los Angeles, CA 90028 (“LA 
office”). The deposit will be signed over to Listermann or reimbursed to Listermann upon 
confirmation to WorldFlix that the LA office has been evacuated and a full and proper release 
is granted to WorldFlix by the landlord or the property management company. 


3. In exchange for the Separation Benefit detailed in Section 1 above, Listermann also agrees to 
immediately; 


a) Upon execution of this Agreement, execute his written resignation as WorldFlix CEO, 
Treasurer, and Secretary, and, as the sole member of the Board of Directors, execute a 
unanimous written agreement to hire James Michael “Mick” Davis as interim CEO, 
Treasurer, and Secretary. 


b) Pursuant to the filed Amended Articles of Incorporation, filed Series A Designation Section 
1.4, and executed Bylaws Article 2, Section 3, Listermann, as the shareholder with over 80% of 
the voting power, has the rights to, by written statement filed with the CEO, remove any or all 
members of the Board of Directors. Listermann agrees to resign as the Chairman and member 
of the Board of Directors, and nominate and vote James Michael “Mick” Davis interim 
Chairman and sole member of the Board of Directors via written notice, served upon the 
CEO and providing all Series A designated voting shares to be distributed to the interim 
board of directors as a first governance action. 


c) Immediately provide a detailed status of all state and federal taxes filings from2013 to date, 
in written attestation as filed or not filed. 


d) Immediately on the Effective Date of this Agreement, list, detail, attest to, and undertake the 
actions and procedures (e.g. release/addition of signature authority, transmission of 
login/password information, etc.) necessary to facilitate the ability of the interim CEO to 
control all WorldFlix accounts, including but not limited to the accounts located at Chase 
Bank, Nevada State Bank, Kabbage, etc.’ Money Accounts”), any other business-related 
accounts located with PayPal, Amazon, social media, etc.(“Business Accounts”). 


e) Immediately on the Effective Date of this Agreement, list details and attest to all known and 
undisclosed finance balances, outstanding convertible notes, WorldFlix loans or credit 
obligations. 


f) Immediately on the Execution Date of this Agreement, file the End of Year 2018, and First 
Quarter 2019 OTC Market Financial Reports. 


4. The Parties agree to each refrain from making disparaging remarks about the other and shall keep 
strictly confidential all matters relating to Listermann’s departure from and terminationof 
employment with WorldFlix except by court order or other legal requirement. 


5. By entering into this Agreement, Listermann agrees to hold WorldFlix and all of its shareholders, 
officers, directors, trustees, members, agents, employees, heirs, successors, parent companies, related 
companies, representatives, assigns, attorneys, and insurers (collectively the “Releasees”) harmless 
and to indemnify them for any liabilities, costs and expenses, including attorney’s fees, due to any tax 
authority or relating in any way to the tax treatment of payments made to Listermann under this 
Agreement. 


6. Listermann hereby confirms that he agrees to return all WorldFlix confidential or trade secret 
information in his possession, including but not limited to, external computer storage devices, emails, 
hardcopy, spreadsheets, graphs, directories, and lists. 


7. Listermann agrees to never disclose or use any of WorldFlix’s confidential, proprietary and/or trade 
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secret information without the prior written consent of WorldFlix. Listermann re-acknowledges 
receipt of WorldFlix’s policies regarding such information and agrees to abide by them in full. The 
list of this confidential, proprietary and/or trade secret information will be provided within three (3) 
days of signing this Agreement. 


In exchange for all necessary information to properly structure and manage WorldFlix as a viable 
OTC Pink company, WorldFlix acknowledges its intent to fully release and discharge and does not 
intend to seek legal action against Listermann and agrees not to pursue Listermann criminally or in a 
civil manner for any actions prior to signing of this Agreement, related to anything that Listermann 
has properly disclosed. 


Listermann agrees and promises NOT to use the company name WorldFlix for any purpose, including 
but not limited to, vanity titles, social networking, promotion, fundraising, and or any other means 
that could be construed as an implied affiliation with or detract value of WorldFlix. Any such action 
would be in violation of this Agreement and Listermann accepts liability to WorldFlix and be will 
compensate WorldFlix for any harm from said use of WorldFlix’s name. 


This Agreement constitutes the entire agreement and understanding between the Parties concerning 
the subject matter hereof, and it supersedes and replaces any and all prior negotiations and 
agreements of any kind or nature whatsoever, written or oral. 


The Parties acknowledge that no party hereto, nor any agent or attorney for any party, has made any 
promise, representation, or warranty whatsoever, whether express or implied, not contained herein, 
concerning the subject matter hereof to induce the Parties to execute this Agreement. 


Each party to this Agreement warrants that he/she/it has the authority to bind the party on whose 
behalf he/she/it is executing the Agreement. This Agreement shall be both binding upon and inure to 
the benefit of each of the parties and their respective successors, heirs, assigns, predecessors, agents, 
representatives, officers, shareholders, directors, employees, insurers, subsidiaries, parent companies, 
related companies, trusts, trustees, family members and attorneys to the full extent permitted by law. 


. This Agreement may be executed in counterparts and so executed shall constitute an agreement binding 


on all the Parties. Copies, faxes and pdfs of this Agreement may be used as originals for all purposes and 
have the same force and effect of original signatures. It is further agreed that this Agreement is not 
binding until signed by all Parties. 


If any provision of this Agreement is determined to be illegal or unenforceable, that provision shall be 
severed from this Agreement, and the remaining provisions shall remain enforceable between the 
Parties. 


Any agreement to change, amend, extend, supersede or terminate this Agreement, or any portion 
thereof, shall not be valid unless in writing and signed by all Parties. 


This Agreement shall be construed under, and shall be enforced in accordance with, the laws of the 
State of Nevada without regard to its choice of law rules. Any dispute arising out of or related to this 
Agreement shall first seek arbitration Las Vegas. The prevailing party in the arbitration shall be entitled 
to recover its reasonable attorney’s fees and costs. INITIALS: —>—_Listermann_ See

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a) Has carefully read and fully understands all of the provisions of this Agreement; 

b) Is, through this Agreement, releasing any and all claims he may have against WorldFlix; 
c) Knowingly and voluntarily agrees to all the terms set forth in this Agreement; 

d) Knowingly and voluntarily intends to be legally bound by this Agreement; and 


e) Had the opportunity to and has consulted with an attorney to the extent he deems necessary 
prior to agreeing to the terms of this Agreement. 


18. Listermann acknowledges that entry into this Agreement does not constitute an admission of liability 
or wrongdoing by WorldFlix. 


19. In consideration for the promises made in this Agreement, Listermann promises that he will not 
contract to, recruit from, seek or accept future employment with WorldFlix, any company solely 
owned by WorldFlix, or any of its subsidiaries, successor entities ordivisions. 


20. In consideration of the promises made in this Agreement, Listermann promises that he will not seek, 
accept, or create any future employment that will directly compete with WorldFlix for a period of no 
less than five years. 


21. Any additional considerations requested in writing to the new Board of Directors can be evaluated 
after all other matters are satisfactorily concluded in this Agreement.
